Muſquets: were diſchatged trom-borh ſides, .intermingled with:great 
quantities of Granado's. The (rand Yifrer 4. who was in the. Ap- 
proaches, gave them hopes of carrying the place ; Prince Lew of 
Baden. and: Collonel-Heafier entred:their Trenches, at the ſame time 
Count. Star mburgh allied and ſecbnded them-.; and repulſed the 
Janiizaries-z. who ſayed-themfelyes , with the: Grand Vifzer ,' whoſe 
Son was either killed.or taken.

wards the Evening the Turks 1eding' the Chriſtians Maſters: of their 
Camp over againſt the Scotch Bafſtion., and that our Cavalry had en- 
tred it," planted Two Pieces: of; Cannon and. ſhot againſt them , a 
while after , ſeeing themſelves: fiirprized , they quitted their.

Chriſtians made theniſclves Maſters of all the 
Turks Catnp.: Afterwards Four Companies of our Foot entred into'the 
Enemies :Approaches with Torches and lighted Straw ,. but found 
nothing but Dead Bodies ; they took: poſſeſſion of the Enemies Artil- 
lery, |ſorhe whereof were brought into the City. All the night: long

The! King - of Po/and: having 'in the mean time. with the great- 
eſt: Vigor- repulſed the : Enemy on-:his fide. and: put them ro Nioby, 
leaving the:Plunder. of: their Camp behind them; which conſiſted of 
a very Rich Tent of the Grand: Viſier., his Colours, Two Poles 
with the Horſe Tails , their uſual Signal of War, and his Guidon

of Standard , ſet with Diamonds., - his Treafure deſigned for the Pay> 
ment of the Army , and in ſhort, all his Equipage was: poſleſs'd by 
the Polanders. As for the. reſt of the Tents, Baggage , Artillery; 
Ammunition , and Proviſions enough to load Eight thouſand Wag- 
gons:, 'was divided among our Army. OOO 25t7] 
Night coming 'onz we could no longer purſe,” having followed 
the Enemy about a. Mile from-their Camp-, 'and; our Army havi 
been-all rhat time without Eating, and Drinking -, . we were forced t 
ſound a iRetreat to. refreſh thear,-/ We had all 'that: Night to reſt in, 
and the Enemy to ſave themſelves. The next day being rhe Thirteenth 
we continued not the-purſuit for 'the ſame reaſon , ' which without 
doubt we might: have done with great advantage, fince they fled in 
much-:diſorder toward .St. Godart to get over the River Raahs, We 
are building a Bridge at Alli embargh in Hungary, and our Armies will 
march very ſuddeniy.... On Sunday Night, after the Battle, ' his Impe- 
rial 'Majeſty came'to clorfier Naburgh, Four hours from V:enna, from 
- whence he ſent the next day ro compliment the King of Poland and 
the Electors upon-their good ſucceſs. the: day before. 


On the Fourteenth, - Count Staremburgh came to his Imperial Maje- 
ſty -( who received him with all manner of demonſtrations of 'AﬀeQi- 
on and Eſteem ) and” gave: him a- Relation of ſeveral conſiderable _ 
ſages during the Siege': A ſhort time after. the Emperour embarked 
on the Danybe, and landed above the Bridge before the Town,, and 
entred. the City at the Stabeu Gate , at Landing he was received 
by the EleQors of Bavarii-and Saxony , who were artended by their 
Guards and. a great many Noble Men. It being impoſliile to remove 
in ſo ſhort a rime ſuch a number of Dead Bodies , both Twrks:, Chri- 
ftians , and Horſes', whereof the ſtench was ſo great on the Road, 


that it was enough to have cauſed an InfeQtion, 


We ſaw. the Mines of the Turks which had made ſogreat Breaches, 
one in the Baſtion of Zeb and the other in'that of the Palace, 
each about Six Fathoms long from bottom to top : There were alſo 
Five Mines under the Courtin, which would have been ready to ſpring 
in two days, when they deſigned a general Aﬀault ; which would 
have been dangerous, -as well tor the greatneſs of the Breach , as the 
diminution of the-Strength of the Beſteged : ' As His Majeſty paſſed 
- over: the Bridge ereted on purpoſe -at the Baſtion of Si@ben-Tower , 
he was harangued in Latin by the Magiſtrate , and thence he went 
to the Cathedral of St. Stephens, Three Royal Vollies were made by 
all rhe Artillery ,- the firſt at his Majeſties arrival near rhe-Towa , 
the ſecond at his landing, the third during the Te Dewm ; which be- 
ing ended , he returned to his Palace , and gave Audience to ſeveral 

Publick Miniſters, and after dined with the two EleQors. 


: Towards 
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Towards Night atrived the D. of .Lorrain , who was received with 
oreat Joy and Satisfaction (having behaved himſelt ro Admiration) for 
his Care, VaJour. and Conduc, daring the whoſe Action. On the-Fif- 
teenth tbe Emperour ,'EleQors, and D, of Lorrazu, went to.Viſit 
the Kirig of Po/and and take a View of his Army, which was Encamp. 
_ ed upon the High-way as far as EZerſdorf. The EleQor of Bavarra 
was 'at.the Head of his Troops with his Sword drawn, with which 
he made a moſt profound Reverence to His Imperial Majeſty ;- who 
came and embrac'd him, ſaying a Thou ſand obliging Things of him , 
deſiring him to put up his Sword -: Whereupon, his Eleforal High- 
neſs told him that it was the ſame Sword which -had heen given 
him by His Imperial Majeſty at Alten Oetiinyhen Two years fince, 
_ and which having promiſed ro wear for his Service, he was now come 
to perform his Duty : but vince his Majeſty commanded him to pur it 
up , heobeyed. And then he asked his Majeſty whether he ſhould 
March or Retreab with his Troops : He likewiſe asked the ſame of 
his Pighneſs of Lorrarn, who ſtood by the Emperours fide, and then 
fa!'ow d the Emperour to Eberſdorf, and from thence to Schwecber , 
v-..-re wasthe Head Quarters, Afﬀoon as the King ſaw the Emperour 

112 , he advanced towards him , accompanied with the Prince his 
7, the great Mareſchal Jablomows4y, Palatin of Ruſſia, with 
ic v-:al orher Perſons of Quality, very bravely attended ; and as we 
marched likewiſe in a great Body, we made a Demi-circle on both ſides, 
and drew ſo near toone another that we made a perfect Circle, that 
.no body could enter. | | 


Their Majeſties being on Horſe-back, complimented each other 
upon the Victory ,- which the one attributed to the other ; the King 
of P-iand had the greateſt ſhare ot the glory of this day which he 
beſt deſerved : for he may be truly ſtiled one of the Greateſt Kings 
of Chriſtendom, and the moſt Valiant. After half an hours Conver- 
ſation , the Emperour was defired by the King of Poland to ſee 
his Army, which he accepted of , and was conducted by his Great 
Mareſhal. In effect never any thing could be ſeen more Great and 
, Heroick than the Four thouſand Huſſars, who were all well-armed 
with = an4 of Male , and all the reft of the Army very bravely ac- 
coutred, | 


Having viewed the whole Poliſh Army , the Great Mareſhal com- 
manded the faid Huſſars' to make the Courſe which they are uſed to 
make when they go to inveſt the Enemy , wherewith His Imperial 
Majeſty was highly pleaſed. | 


Afterwards His Imperial Majeſty returned to Court , where we leatii 
every hour ſo many particulars of this happy Succeſs , that the Vido-

HE Emperour is gone thig day for Z:7s : We are how be- 
. ginning to cleanſe the Ciry of its Rubbiſh , and carry off rhe 
Dead Carcailes of Man and Beaſt. The 7arts had a 7c: 
Tngeneer in their Camp, who hath done very much hurt to this 
City, and ruin'dus 50 Pieces of Cannon : There was alſo a great ma- 
ny French among the Janizaries, and many were found among the 
Dead with French Silver and Gold in their Pockets. There are daily 
brought in a great number of Turks Priſoners ſince the flight of the 
Grand Vifier. It is intended to ſet the Turks that are already, and 
ſhall be hereafter taken, at Work on the reparation of our Baſtrons and 
Courtins, The Sieur Kaunitz, » the Emperours Reſident. at the Port , 
who was found in the Grand Vi/ters Tent, is now in this Czry. | 
| | This 
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This moment comes the News that Fr:/day laſt the 1774, a part of the 
Turks Army fled away in ſuch haſte, within fight of Raas, as if 
ours wereat their backs ; the Officer who broughr it, - added that in 
his way from Raas he met with but two Turks, whom he brought 
Priſoners to Bruckam of Ceytha, where he ſold:them for four Pecks 
of Oats. All the Enemies or Rebels who had got into the lfle of Srhur, 
are retired thence. There are gone down from hence ſome Boats full 
of Infantry towards Hungary. Weare in hopes to hear ſhortly of ſome 


great Enterprize on the Turks. Here are daily brought. in abundance 


of young Children whom the Turks had taken Captive ; they raviſh'd 
the young Maids and Women , and cut off the Heads of the old Men 
and Women. 


-Here is News from Gratz, That Count Budianz {who hath deſired 
Count Straſo/do to intercede for him to the Emperour)) had command- 
ed 8000 Huſſars of his Troops, under the Command of his Son and the 
Count Nz4aſti, to fall on 2000 Turks encamped near Cantſa , and thar 
they have put-them all to the Sword. Baron Buroni is dead , and his 
Son revolted from the Rebels, and begs the Emperours Pardon. The 
Turks who are Priſoners, unanimouſly affirm , That the Grand Viſier 
hath cauſed 15rahim Baſſa Viſier of Buda to be ſtrangled for firſt giving 
Ground at the Battle betore Vzenna. Part of the Ottoman Army is ar- 
rived near Greek:/h Werſſenburg. 


Since this Signal Victory obtained by the Chriſtian Army ( who 
ſome days had refreſhed themſelves ) we are certainly informed they 
paſſed Presbourgh the 23th. of September , in purſuit of the ſcatter- 
ed Forces of the Ottoman Army, who fled to Stoll we:ſſembourgh.; fo 
that a few days will bring us an Accompt of what has paſſed between 
them. This Victory hath already given this advantage toour Afﬀairs, 


that the Count of Trauſmondorfe had taken and confiſcated the Ca- 


ſiles and Revenues of thoſe who had done Homage to the Turk; and 
jt was reſolved to do the like in Hungary.
